The inventions listed as Groups II do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Claims 22-31 and 34 
are anticipated or in the alternative obvious over Claret. Claret teaches a composition 
comprising the same gypsum product and anticipates applicants' instant claims. Even if 
not anticipated, overlapping ranges of amounts would have been prima facie obvious to 
one of ordinary skill in the art. Accordingly, Group II (claims 22-31 and 34) provide no 
special technical contribution over the prior art. 

Note: Applicants can REJOIN Groups I and II Inventions. However, in accordance with 
In re Ochiaii, they must elect Group II (product claims) and amend their claims (even the 
withdrawn claims with each amendment and response) to be of the same scope as 
those of the product claims so should the product claims be found allowable the two 
groups of invention can be rejoined.
